REMARKS 

As indicated by the Examiner, the claims may be unclear as to the difference between 
the user terminal and a user terminal associated with the user card. To remove any 
misinterpretation, some of the claims have been amended. As described in the specification 
on page 13 and in Claims 21-26, the user card may have a processor and thus perform most 
of the claims functions of and/or constitute the user terminal.
